Cops boast 
big drug 
bust month 

crime Edmonton police 
are celebrating a success¬ 
ful month after they 
charged 38 people with 
trafficking and possession 
of drugs, amongst other 
offences, through two Or¬ 
ganized Crime Branch 
projects. 

Police seized nearly 
$24,000 in cash and 
$82,100 worth in cocaine 
in addition to small 
amounts of ecstasy and 
marijuana between both 
busts, called project Gam¬ 
bit and project Griffin. 
The projects were aimed 
at street-level drug deal¬ 
ers and occurred through¬ 
out June. Several vehicles 
were also seized in the 
busts.

Alberta's bottom line improves 


budget report The final re¬ 
port card on Alberta’s 
2009-10 budget reveals a 
bottom line that was once 
blood-red in deficit ink is 
now a much paler shade of 
pink. 

Finance Minister Ted 
Morton says the final 
deficit for the last fiscal 
year is $1 billion — almost 
a fifth of the originally 
forecast $4.7 billion. 

Higher revenue from oil- 


sands royalties and corpo¬ 
rate income tax overcame 
collapsing natural gas 
prices to take a big bite out 
of the deficit. 

It’s the first time oil- 
sands money took the lead 
over natural gas revenue as 
the province’s biggest cash 
cow, and finance officials 
expect that will continue 
in the years to come. 

But the bullish bottom 
line on this year’s spend¬ 


ing document has not 
prompted Premier Ed Stel- 
mach’s government to 
paint a rosier forecast for 
the current fiscal year. 

The predicted deficit re¬ 
mains at $4.7 billion due to 
wildly fluctuating oil 
prices, an up-and-down 
Canadian dollar and natu¬ 
ral gas prices that are ex¬ 
pected to remain low for a 
time.

Police 
confirm 
foul play 

Three killed in blast 
deemed murder victims

Three of the four people 
who were killed in a mas¬ 
sive house explosion that 
rocked the Lago Undo 
neighbourhood Sunday af¬ 
ternoon were homicide 
victims, city police 
confirmed Thursday. 

The death of the fourth 
person found in the rubble 
has been deemed as “non¬ 
criminal,” by a medical ex¬ 
aminer after an autopsy 
was done Tuesday. 

Police say Jeanne Cath- 
leen Heard, a 47-year-old 
who owned the home with 
Dwayne Richard Poirier, 46, 
died from foul play in rela¬ 
tion to the explosion but 
Poirier, who was also killed 
in the blast in the home at 
18011-91A St., didn’t die 
from foul play. 

Brad Winter and Craig 
Huber were both found 
dead by emergency crews 
in a house next door to the 
explosion. Both were 
deemed homicide victims. 

“We recognize this inci¬ 
dent has affected many peo¬ 
ple who are looking for an¬ 
swers,” said police Insp. 
Darren Eascott. 

“These investigations 
take time and to maintain 
the integrity of the investi¬ 
gation, we will not be re¬ 
leasing partial informa¬ 
tion.” 

Eascott says police are not

Police Inspector 
Darren Eascott 

actively looking for sus¬ 
pects in the case, and when 
asked if the explosion was a 
murder-suicide, Eascott said 
police are still waiting for 
toxicology results from 
Poirier’s autopsy. 

Police and fire investiga¬ 
tors still don’t know what 
caused the blast and it’s 
still under investigation. 

Investigators are also not 
confirming or denying me¬ 
dia reports that they found 
Heard’s body wrapped and 
bound. And police remain 
tightlipped on other reports 
that the home was full of 
natural and propane gas 
when the it blew up. 

“Somebody did some¬ 
thing to cause their deaths,” 
Eascott said. 

Police will remain in the 
neighbourhood and that in¬ 
cludes hosting an event lat¬ 
er next week to address 
questions from residents. 

“We’d like life to get back 
to normal and we are here 
to support that,” Eascott 
said.

Alta, praised for butting out 

Province receives award for anti-tobacco consumption efforts

The government of Alber¬ 
ta was presented with an 
award today for its efforts 
in reducing tobacco 
consumption in the 
province. 

Health and Wellness 
Minister Gene Zwozdesky 
accepted the Tobacco Re¬ 
duction Achievement 
Award on behalf of the 
province at a ceremony 
downtown Thursday. 


The award recognizes 
the province’s role in help¬ 
ing reduce tobacco con¬ 
sumption in Alberta for 
the past three years. 

Since 2007, the govern¬ 
ment has implemented 
several different measures 
to cut down on tobacco 
use, including the prohibi¬ 
tion of tobacco displays in 
retail locations, increasing 
taxes on cigarette pack¬ 
ages, and legislation to 
make public places and 
work places smoke-free. 

Along with these other 


Since the 
province began 
its Tobacco 
Reduction Policy in 2007, Al¬ 
berta Finance reports that 
Albertans have smoked one 
billion fewer cigarettes. 

initiatives, Zwozdesky said 
that one of the key parts of 
the reduction strategy is to 
educate children about the 
dangers of tobacco. 

“We’re focusing a great 
deal on the school system 
to help those kids who 


have started smoking to 
stop and to prevent kids 
from ever starting up,” he 
said. 

Anne Marie Downey, 
who sits on the Alberta 
Breathes steering commit¬ 
tee, said that the reduction 
in smoking within the 
province will benefit all Al¬ 
bertans. 

“This is a reduction that 
improves the quality of life 
for thousands of Albertans 
and reduces the impact on 
the health-care system,” 
she said.

Issues still up in the air as big summits get underway 


Global leaders meeting 
for the next three days in 
Canada will have to paper 
over gaping differences af¬ 
ter discouraged 
negotiators in last-minute 
talks made little progress 
on how to repair the 
world’s economy.

Not long ago, Abdullah 
Sunata was a poster child 
for Indonesia’s efforts to 
persuade terrorists to give 
up their violent ways. 

But immediately after 
his release on good behav¬ 
iour one year ago, Sunata 
allegedly returned to his 
old ways, catapulting to 
the top of the country's 


most-wanted list.

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Human element behind Air India probe 



The long-awaited release 
of the government’s Air In¬ 
dia 182 report held little 
solace for the families of 
the 280 Canadians and 49 
others who died over the 
Irish Sea June 23, 1985.

There’s no question the 
flaws of the RCMP and 
CSIS were, and are, deserv¬ 
ing of criticism. 

But remember, they are 
both staffed with humans, 
people who work hard and 
succeed at protecting lives 
in obscurity, often at great 
personal cost — and only 
get attention when they 
screw up.

Scientists discover a 
personal touch: Study 


Scientists are finding that 
how something feels to a 
person can affect how he or 
she acts. In one experi¬ 
ment, for example, 86 peo¬ 
ple took part in negotia¬ 
tions over a new car with a 
sticker price of $16,500. 

Some were seated on 
hard wooden chairs. Others 
had comfy padded seats. 

After their first offers 
were rejected, the partici¬ 
pants made a second pro¬ 
posal for the car. 

Note to car dealers: 

• People on stiff wooden 
chairs took a hard line in 
the deal, raising their of¬ 
fered price by $896.50. 

• But the relaxed folks in 
soft chairs were willing to 
spend an extra $1,243.60. 

The hardness, the re¬ 


searchers concluded, pro¬ 
duced strictness and rigidi¬ 
ty in the negotiation. 

“We’re not just a brain in 
ajar, our body is fundamen¬ 
tally tied to our understand¬ 
ing of the world,” said 
Joshua M. Ackerman of 
Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, a co-author of 
the study. 

Ackerman said he was 
studying how people use 
their senses and it seemed 
like research on touch was 
underdeveloped. 

The chair experiment 
was one of a series of tests 
he and colleagues did show¬ 
ing the sense of touch can 
have a significant impact 
on people’s reactions, even 
though they may not real¬ 
ize it.

Apple Inc.’s newest iPhone 
was selling briskly 
Thursday as thousands 
lined up outside stores 
around the world to snag 
one amid concerns of sup¬ 
ply shortages. 

Some stores including 
ones in Tokyo, Miami, San 
Francisco and Charlotte, 
N.C., sold out within hours 
as the iPhone 4 went on 
sale in the U.S., France, Ger¬ 
many, the U.K. and Japan. 
Apple called the demand 
for the phone “off the 
charts” and said it’s work¬ 
ing hard to get phones into 
customers’ hands as quick¬ 
ly as possible. 

The smartphone is slated 
to go on sale in Canada in 
late July. 

Sean Hill, 39, a Washing¬ 
ton police officer who pre¬ 
ordered an iPhone, smiled 
and proudly held it up for 
the crowd to see as he left 
the newly opened Apple 
store. 

“I’m like a kid in a candy 
store,” Hill said. “I’m proba¬ 
bly going to spend all 
morning playing with it.” 

More than 600,000 peo¬ 
ple had rushed to pre-order 
iPhones on the first day 
they were available, 
prompting Apple and its 
exclusive wireless partner 
in the U.S., AT&T Inc., to 
stop taking orders for pick¬ 
up or shipment by Thurs¬ 
day’s launch.

Japan also 
advanced from the group, 
beating Denmark 3-1 and 
eliminating the Danes. 

Playing with poise and 
confidence, the Dutch of¬ 


ten thrilled the crowd of 
63,093 with their creative 
moves. Yet Eto’o and 
Cameroon still were able 
to pierce the defence and 
threaten goalkeeper 
Maarten Stelcelenburg.

Epic contest smashes 
record for longest match 


tennis John Isner won the 
longest match in tennis his¬ 
tory Thursday, taking the 
fifth set against Nicolas 
Mahut 70-68 in an epic 
struggle that stretched over 
three days and 11 hours. 

The American closed out 
the victory with a backhand 
passing shot, then col¬ 
lapsed to his back as he 
tossed his racket in jubila¬ 
tion and relief. 

The final score of the 
first-round match read: 6-4, 
3-6, 6-7 (7), 7-6 (3), 70-68. 

“When you come out and 
play a match like this, in an 
atmosphere like this, you 
don’t feel tired really out 
there,” Isner said, “even 
though that’s exactly what 
we both were.” 

The match totalled 183 
games and lasted 11 hours 
five minutes over three 
days. The fifth set alone 
lasted eight hours 11 min¬ 
utes.

Draft day finally dawns 

Plenty of trade buzz, as Oilers prepare to make pick 


Deal with Blackhawks 


With the hockey world 
descending on the 
Staples Center for the 
NHL draft, the league’s 
next group of young stars 
won’t be the only ones in 
the spotlight. An evolving 
landscape under the 
salary cap will be as well. 

The signs of a changing 
system have been evident 
not only in the unusually 
high number of deals con¬ 
summated ahead of Fri¬ 
day’s first round, but also 
in the nature of the buzz 
still lingering. 

One thing most of the 
names who are said to be 
available have in common 
is that they’re carrying a 
significant contract — 
Boston Bruins forward 
Marc Savard (owed $30 mil¬ 
lion US over next six years) 
and goaltender Tim 
Thomas ($5 million cap hit 
for three years); Edmonton 


3 The Edmonton Oilers have 
made a minor trade with the 
Stanley Cup champion Chica¬ 
go Blackhawks. The Oilers ac¬ 
quired centre Colin Fraser for a 
sixth-round draft pick. 


Oilers defenceman Shel¬ 
don Souray ($5.4 million 
cap hit for two years); Ot¬ 
tawa Senators forward Ja¬ 
son Spezza ($7 million cap 
hit for five years); and Dal¬ 
las Stars forward Mike 
Ribeiro ($15 million over 
three years). 

The list goes on and on. 

A number of general 
managers have arrived in 
California with hopes of 
getting out from under the 
weight of cap-crippling 
contracts for either finan¬ 
cial or competitive reasons. 


• The 25-year-old Fraser had 
36 points (13 goals, 23 assists) 
and 108 penalty minutes in 
157 regular-season games 
with the Blackhawks over the 
past four years. 


“Managers seems to be a 
little more proactive this 
year,” said Oilers GM Steve 
Tambellini, who holds the 
No. 1 selection in the draft. 
“If there are players out 
there and teams that have 
a hardship with regards to 
the cap and you can solve a 
problem now, you’d rather 
do that than have to wait 
until (free agency opens) 
July 1.... 

“If you can solve some of 
your issues now, most 
managers would like to do 
that and get it done.” 


Nothing hammered that 
point home more than see¬ 
ing the Chicago Black¬ 
hawks ship Dustin 
Byfuglien, Ben Eager and 
Brent Sopel to Atlanta just 
two weeks after they 
helped the team win the 
Stanley Cup. 

The scariest thing for 
fans of the Blackhawks is 
that the team likely isn’t 
done with its purge. You 
can add Philadelphia, Cal¬ 
gary and Detroit to the list 
of those who will probably 
have to be creative with 
their cap situation this 
summer. 

It could make for a very 
interesting draft weekend 
as teams look to get to 
work as soon as possible. 
That is especially impor¬ 
tant in a year where the 
free agent class is viewed 
as weak.

Safety and green space make St. Albert a great place to raise a family

For some people, living in 
a big city like Edmonton 
just isn’t all that 
appealing. The hustle and 
bustle of every day 
business, rush hour traffic, 
high-density living... it can 
get to be too much. 

That doesn’t mean, 
however, that the city’s 
attractions have to be far 
away. Lying adjacent to 
Edmonton’s north end is 
St. Albert, a city with a 
population of just under 
60,000. 

Weighing in as Alberta’s 
fifth largest city, it is also 
one of the safest in Cana¬ 
da. 

“It’s small and there are 
a lot of parks,” St. Al¬ 
bert resident Elyse 
Dussault said,

Lying adjacent to the City 
of Edmonton’s northern 
borders, St. Albert is a 
growing community of 
just under 60,000 
residents. 

Because of its close 
proximity to Alberta’s cap¬ 
ital city, it should come as 
no surprise that many of 
St. Albert’s residents com¬ 
mute to Edmonton to get 
to work. Because of this, a 
reliable transit system is 
needed. 

“The St. Albert transit 
system operates local 
routes in all neighbour¬ 
hoods of St. Albert,” tran¬ 
sit spokesperson Ian 
Sanlcey said. 

“It also runs commuter 
service into key destina¬ 
tions in the City of Ed¬ 
monton.” 

St. Albert’s buses, which 
are separate from Edmon¬ 
ton’s transit system, take 
commuters to downtown 
Edmonton, the University 
of Alberta, Grant MacE- 
wan University, NAIT, 


West Edmonton Mall, 
Westmount Mall and 
Kings way Shopping Cen¬ 
tre, Sanlcey said. 

“Commuter ridership 
makes up the vast majori¬ 
ty of our riders,” he added. 
“I think 
we’re look¬ 
ing at some¬ 
where 

around 85 to 
90 per cent 
of our rid¬ 
ers.” 

“If you 
don’t want 
to walk 
everywhere, 
you can defi¬ 
nitely take 
the bus,” St. 

Albert resi¬ 
dent Elyse 
Dussault 
said. 

“It goes nearly every¬ 
where.” 

St. Albert is serviced by 
two main transit stations 
— one at St. Albert Centre, 
which is right on St. Al¬ 
bert Trail, and one at Gate 
Avenue and Grange Drive, 
which is in the south end 
of the city. 


Bus stops are placed fre¬ 
quently throughout the 
city’s residential areas. 

“Our service standard 
aims to have bus service 
within 400 metres walk¬ 
ing distance of all residen¬ 
tial proper¬ 
ties in the 
city,” Sanlcey 
said. “We’re 
pretty close 
to achieving 
that; there’s 
only a few 
areas that 
fall outside 
of that (dis¬ 
tance).” 

So is a car 
a necessity 
for residents 
of St. Albert? 

“That’s a 
subjective 
one,” Sanlcey said. 

“It depends on where 
you work and what you 
need to do in your life.” 

“It’s becoming less es¬ 
sential (to own a car),” he 
added. “Certainly there is 
a comprehensive transit 
service available for folks 
who choose to or need to 
use it.”

The final product makes

The plot (such as it is) 
sees Sandler and co. reunit¬ 
ing over the death of their 
former basketball coach. 


Even though they only 
spent a few years with the 
coach as teenagers, he in¬ 
sisted that they all attend 
his funeral. Weirdly, it 
seems as though the coach 
had no family, because 
soon they’re in charge of 


dumping out the ashes and 
turn it into a weekend re¬ 
union. 

Eveiyone has little prob¬ 
lems when they arrive, but 
they don’t matter that 
much and are all wrapped 
up in one painfully long 


weepy scene. 

Other than that the 
movie is little more than a 
string of gags with the five 
friendly comedians trying 
to make each other laugh. 

Admittedly, there are 
some chuckles to be had, 
but the best laughs most 
likely took place when 
the cameras weren’t 
rolling. 

There’s nothing wrong 
with lowbrow comedies 
that have no ambition be¬ 
yond easy laughs, but 
Grown Ups is particularly 
lazy.

Jackson Rathbone might be 
set to make tween girls and 
middle-aged woman squeal 
with delight next week in 
the new Twilight movie, but 
that’s not the film that he’s 
most excited to be a part of 
this summer. 

Instead, Rathbone is 
looking forward to audi¬ 
ences seeing his role in 
the upcoming M. Night 
Shyamalan movie The 
Last Airbender, which is 
based on a popular TV se¬ 
ries. 

“My friends were always 
huge fans of the show and 
so was I.” Rathbone told 
Metro. “While they 
weren’t quite so excited 
when they learned that I 
was in Twilight, now I’ve 
got my guy friends think¬ 
ing I’m kind of cool. So, it’s 
nice to get some credibili¬ 
ty.

he road trip is 
part of the Ameri¬ 
can psyche dating 
back to the young 
men (and women) 
who took Horace Greeley’s 
famous advice —“Go west 
young man!”— to heart 
and left the east for the 
frontier. 

Hollywood saw the al¬ 
lure early on, recognizing 
that road movies offer op¬ 
portunities to inject excit¬ 
ing secondary characters 
and interesting scenery in¬ 
to stories each time the 
leads stop in a new town. 
Add to that the sexy appeal 
of two people running for 
their lives and you have a 
new genre — the fugitive 
couple movie. 

Whether it is the 
doomed Henry Fonda and 
Sylvia Sydney on the lam 
in 1937s You Only Live 
Once or Tom Cruise and 
Cameron Diaz’s worldwide 
trek in this weekend’s 
Knight and Day, the idea of 
runaways on the open 
road has been irresistible 
to filmmakers. 

One early fugitive road 
movie is Persons in Hid¬ 
ing, a nasty 1939 film 
based on J. Edgar Hoover’s 
bestselling book of the 


same name. J. Carrol 
Naish stars as a small-time 
hood on the run with 
Dorothy Bronson (Patricia 
Morison). 

Together they rob banks 
and even kidnap a hapless 
stranger all to appease Ms. 
Bronson’s appetite for 
champagne and furs. Of 
course, this being based 
on Hoover’s book, the pair 
isn’t mythologized a la 
Bonnie and Clyde. No, the 
heroes here are the FBI 
who use their “infallible” 
methods to bring the cou¬ 
ple to justice. 

Better known is The Get¬ 
away, Sam Peckinpah's vio¬ 
lent love letter to criminal 
behaviour. Based on a 1959 
pulp novel by Jim Thomp¬ 
son, it stars Steve Mc¬ 
Queen as a cocky safe¬ 
cracker who hits the road 
with Ali MacGraw follow¬ 
ing a botched holdup. 


Panned on its original re¬ 
lease — Roger Ebert called 
it “a big, glossy, imperson¬ 
al mechanical toy” — it 
was a box office success, 
partly because of the 
ruckus the tabloids made 
when MacGraw left her 
husband, producer Robert 
Evans, for McQueen dur¬ 
ing production. 

More recently crime and 
scandal were at the heart 
of Natural Born Killers, a 
satire of media sensation¬ 
alism and America's love 
affair with violence. 
Woody Harrelson and Juli¬ 
ette Lewis play married 
murderers — “the best 
thing to happen to mass 
murder since Manson” — 
on a cross country killing 
spree.

review The folks at Pixar 
have returned to the char¬ 
acters of their first movie, 
now 15 years past, and 
come up with an inspired, 
intelligent and entertaining 
film expertly straddling the 
line between kids and 
adults entertainment.

Harmer holds her fire 


Singer-sogwriter back with 
first new album in five years

Five years is a long time 
between albums in the 
pop music world. 

Many artists would 
have released at least two 
studio CDs during that 
time, maybe a DVD and a 
live album as well. 

We can excuse Sarah 
Harmer’s long break be¬ 
tween albums, though. 
She’s been preoccupied. 

For the past five years, 
Harmer has been at the 
centre of a fight to block a 
proposed gravel quarry on 
a picturesque piece of the 
Niagara Escarpment near 
her childhood home in ru¬ 
ral north Burlington, Ont. 

The Juno-winning 
singer-songwriter’s time 
has been taken up with 
raising funds, hiring con¬ 
sultants, lobbying politi¬ 
cians, studying scientific 
reports and prepping for 
a seemingly endless series 
of land-use hearings. 

If anything, it’s surpris¬ 
ing that she found any 
time at all to write and 
record her new CD, Oh 
Little Fire, which was re¬ 
leased this week.

“Yeah, it was a long 
time coming,” Harmer 
agrees in an interview 
from her home near 
Kingston. “But perspec¬ 
tive is pretty important 
when it comes to time.” 

Harmer admits it wasn’t 
easy to pick up songs 
that, in some cases, she 
had started years earlier. 

“I started a few of them 
a long time ago,” she ex¬ 
plains. “I’d have an idea 
for a song — a melody, a 
verse, a little bit of senti¬ 
ment — to get back to it 
and make something 
complete, that took a 
while.” 

Her previous album, 
I’m a Mountain, was re¬ 
leased in 2005 shortly af¬ 
ter she had formed the 
environmental group

PERL (Protecting Escarp¬ 
ment Rural Land) to fight 
the quarry proposal. It 
was an acoustic record 
with a country tinge and 
filled with the politics of 
the environment. It made 
the short list for the Po¬ 
laris Music Prize for top 
Canadian album. An ac¬ 
companying DVD won a 
Juno award. 

Politics is largely absent 
from the songs of Oh Lit¬ 
tle Fire. One track, Wash¬ 
ington, is about her regret 
at not travelling to the 
U.S. capital to for Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama’s in¬ 
auguration. 


Songs about the envi¬ 
ronment, however, are 
noticeably lacking. 

“No, there aren’t any 
overt land-use issues com¬ 
mented on,” she laughs. 
“It’s definitely an album 
based around human 
emotions, experiences 
and relationships from a 
personal perspective.” 

To help guide her tran¬ 
sition back to the record¬ 
ing studio, Harmer 
reached out to old friend 
and producer Gavin 
Brown. Brown, best 
known for his work with 
rock bands like Billy Tal¬ 
ent, had played drums on 


Harmer’s 2000 break¬ 
through album You Were 
Here. 

Brown’s influence 
brought electric guitars 
and keyboards back into 
the mix. Only one track 
— Silverado, sung with 
the help of alt-country 
queen Nelco Case — con¬ 
tains the rootsy feel of I’m 
A Mountain. 

“(Brown) was a huge 
part of making this 
record,” she says. “He re¬ 
ally kicked it in for me. ... 
I had all these songs in 
my mind for a long time. 
He helped me express 
them.”

here was a time 
when I had beauti¬ 
ful handwriting, a 
lovely cursive script 
with distinctive jaunty 
flourishes with the upper¬ 
case "A" and the lowercase 
"g" and "j."

Who 
knows how 
many albums were 
sold on the 
strength of a Roger 
Dean painting or a 
surreal Hipignosis 
landscape? And 
how many careers 
were launched as 
a result of the 
amazing packag¬ 
ing created by 
Factory Records? 

Album artwork

inem. 

Frankly, I’m not the 
biggest Eminem fan, but I 
did buy his new record, 
Recovery, partly because 
of the album’s alternate 
cover The image, created 
by British photographer 
Nigel Parry, is set in Hart 
Plaza in Detroit next to 
the Renaissance Center, 
the headquaters of Gener¬ 
al Motors. The place is 
deserted save for Em¬ 
inem in his hermetical¬ 
ly sealed Perspex box 
with his couch, flat 
screen TV and some 
reading material. 

There are several 
layers and multiple 
interpretations 
within this shot. 
There’s Em’s stints 
in rehab — 
prompted by an ac¬ 
cidentally overdose 
of methadone — 
where he recov¬ 
ered from addic¬ 
tions to Vicodin, 
Valium and Ambi-

en. But because he’s in a 
box, what does that say 
about his state of mind 
and self-perception? 

There’s Detroit and the 
auto industry’s wished-for 
recovery and, dare we say 
it, renaissance after 
decades of decline. But 
why is the plaza deserted? 

Before you hear a single 
note or rhyme, Recovery 
is mysterious, disturbing 
and thought-provoking — 
all thanks to the artwork. 
And isn’t that great to see 
for a change?

Those twin little girls who 
hang out in the halls of 
Stanley Kubrick’s horror 
classic The Shining, have a 
lot in common with the 
Stars’ new CD The Five 
Ghosts. 

On the outside, they’re 
all cute ribbons and curls. 
But on the inside, they’re 
lost souls, crying out in 
agony from the depths of 
the netherworld. 

“That’s a huge influence 
on my life, that movie, The 
Shining,” says Stars’ 
founder Torquil Campbell. 
“I think we’ve always had 
that in our music.” 

Campbell is talking about 
the eerie pop-synth mix 
that comes about when 
Stars’ lead singer Amy Mil- 
lan’s childlike voice meets 
the ghoulish nature of new 
songs like Dead Hearts, 
Winter Bones and I Died So 
I Could Haunt You. 

“That’s always some¬ 
thing we’ve tried to do in 
the songs,” Campbell ex¬ 
plains, “To take subject 


matter that was sort of the 
opposite of the music you 
were hearing. 

“So you receive the mu¬ 
sic in one way and then 
you receive the story with¬ 
in the music in another 
way. That creates the ten¬ 
sion and unease between 
the two things. I think the 
best pop music is about 
that tension, achieving a 


kind of halfway point be¬ 
tween joy and darkness.” 

Campbell says the dark 
nature of the material also 
came honestly to the 
band’s five members who 
wrote the 11 new tracks 
collectively. 

“Definitely ghosts, the 
loss of people, death, all 
those things were a part of 
this year for all of us. We 


had a tough year that way. 
My dad passed away and 
people were born (Camp¬ 
bell and his wife have a ba¬ 
by daughter). And Chris 
(Seligman, keyboardist) 
had this bizarre episode in 
Vancouver of being haunt¬ 
ed and literally having to 
leave his apartment in the 
middle of the night. 

“So right from the get-go 
there was this something 
pointing us toward talking 
about this stuff. It kind of 
came upon us. It wasn’t 
something that we decided 
to do.”

Say goodbye to As the World Turns 


You can view the dip on 
YouTube: Dr. Bob Hughes 
lunching with a fellow 
doctor in a scene aired live 
on As the World Turns the

1963. 

“Shall we get a menu?” 
Hughes says to his dining 
companion. “Waiter! I’d 
like to order. I’m kind of 
hungry.” 

That scene was the last 
the TV audience would see 
of As the World Turns that 


day as CBS News seized 
the schedule for continu¬ 
ous coverage of President 
John Kennedy’s assassina¬ 
tion. 

The young, dark-headed 
actor who played Dr. Bob, 
as well as the rest of the 
cast, completed the show 
shielded from both the fact 
of its pre-emption and the 
terrible reason why. 

Only after the episode’s 
final fade-out did they 
learn of the tragedy, as the 


actor portraying Dr. Bob, 
Don Hastings, recalled one 
day last week. 

Now 76 and handsomely 
silver-haired, Hastings was 
in his dressing room be¬ 
tween scenes at the Brook¬ 
lyn studio the series has 
called home the past 
decade. He was still play¬ 
ing Dr. Bob — lately the 
head of Oakdale Memorial 
Hospital and, as always, 
endowed with a perfect 
bedside manner — just a 


few months shy of 50 years 
after landing the part. 

But Hastings won’t get 
to reach his half-centuiy 
milestone in October. On 
Sept. 17, TV’s oldest day¬ 
time drama will fold. 

On Wednesday, ATWT 
wrapped production forev¬ 
er. 

“It’s been a job and a 
home and friendships for 
50 years,” said Hastings, an 
avuncular, era-spanning 
presence as he pondered 
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the series’ end. “I don’t 
think it’s hit me yet.” 

The summer after CBS’ 
Guiding Light was cut 
down after 72 years on ra¬ 
dio and then television, 
the doomsday scenario 
that has plagued soaps for 
decades has now claimed 
ATWT. 

ABC’s General Hospital, 
which premiered in April 
1963, will now inherit the 
title as TV’s oldest soap. 
But who knows for how 
long? 

Used to be, at any given 
time there were a dozen 
or more daytime dramas 
on the networks. Soon 
there will be only six, with 
only ABC’s One Life to Live 
still originating in New 
York. The ratings for all of 
them are a fraction of 
what they once were, and 
continue in a downward 


spiral. ATWT, ranked last, 
this season is averaging 
2.4 million viewers, 
whereas in the 1991-92 
season, it drew 6.7 million 
viewers, according to the 
Nielsen Co. 

“This show was created 
in the 1950s, and now 
there are different viewing 
patterns, different eco¬ 
nomic models, and we’re 
all fighting a tough fight 
to stay in the business,” 
said Chris Goutman, 
ATWT executive producer 
since 1999. “Daytime has 
been in trouble for a long 
time, and we’re part of 
that bigger picture. 

“But when was the time 
that I thought we were 
fighting a losing battle? 
Never. I always think we’re 
going to win the battle. 
But this time we didn’t.”

Superman to take a tour around America 


comics The Man of Steel 
will hoof it across America 
to reconnect with every¬ 
day people in a story that 
will feature actual cities, 
towns and neighbour¬ 
hoods submitted by read¬ 
ers. 

Superman, one of DC 
Comics’ flagship fictional 
heroes, begins his journey 
next month in Philadel¬ 
phia, where he’ll embark 
on a 12-issue, cross-coun¬ 
try walk — no flying, 
thank you — through Illi¬ 
nois, Iowa, Nebraska, Col¬ 
orado, Utah, Nevada, Cali¬ 
fornia, Oregon and Wash¬ 
ington. Not on the travel 
itinerary is a swing 
through the Deep South. 

Dan DiDio, DC’s co-pub¬ 
lisher, told The Associated 


Press Wednesday that the 
Krypton-born, Kansas-bred 
hero had lost touch “with 
the people he grew up 
with, his adopted home on 
Earth” and he’ll “take a 
walk across America to re¬ 
connect.” 

In a bid to keep the story 
arc fresh in the age of in¬ 
stant communication and

At his Kentucky 
elementary school, kids 
taunted Brent on the play¬ 
ground about being gay, 
whatever that was. By 
eighth grade, he realized 
what they meant and 
came out to a friend — and 
vice versa. 

She was an avid writer, 
he a voracious reader. They 
headed to their school li¬ 
brary in search of stories 
that spoke to their lives: 
gay, gay in the South, gay 
and fearing stereotypes like 
“disgusting” and “worth¬ 
less.” 

“There were tons of 
books about gangs and 
drugs and teen pregnancy 
and there were no LGBT 
books. I asked the librarian 
about it and she was like, 
‘This is middle school. I can 
only have ap¬ 
propriate 
books here,” 4 
said Brent, now 
15 and heading 
into his sopho¬ 
more year of 
high school. 

So they went 
to their public 
library, where 
they discovered 
plenty of ro¬ 
mantic gay 
steam between 
covers — for 
adults. “We weren’t com¬ 
plaining,” said Brent, who 
asked that his last name 
and hometown not be 
used. 

Turning next to book¬ 
stores, they finally found 
what they’d been looking 
for — a recent explosion in 
the publishing world of 
reads that speak to lesbian, 
gay, bisexual, transgender 
and questioning teens. 

First came a gem, a book 
for young people that made 
them ciy: Martin Wilson’s 
2008 debut, What They Al¬ 
ways Tell Us, set in 
Tuscaloosa, Ala. The stoiy 
about a troubled year for 
two brothers, one of whom 
finds solace in a relation¬ 
ship with a boy, made him 
feel less like an “alien on 
your own planet.” 

A world of books fol¬ 
lowed. Brent read his way 
through Tom Dolby, Robin 
Reardon, Julie Ann Peters 
and David Levithan. 

Books that speak to les¬ 
bian, gay, bisexual, trans¬ 
gender and questioning 
teens have travelled light 
years since John Donovan’s 
I’ll Get There. It Better be 
Worth the Trip led the way 
in 1969, now long out of 
print. The book on the con¬ 
fused world of 13-year-old 
Davy and the jock he kisses 
will be reissued in Septem¬ 



ber from Flux, an imprint 
of Llewellyn Worldwide. 

Well before gay charac¬ 
ters began popping up in 
the mainstream on TV and 
at the movies, librarians 
embraced I’ll Get There, 
said Kathleen T. Horning, 
director of the Co-operative 
Children’s Book Center of 
the School of Education at 
the University of Wiscon- 
sin-Madison. 

Still, until now few LGBT 
titles became blockbusters. 
That changed with two 
boys named Will Grayson 
and a very large, very GLEE- 
fiil linebacker named Tiny. 

Will Grayson, Will 
Grayson, by Levithan and 
John Green, debuted on the 
New York Times children’s 
bestseller list and stayed 
there for three weeks after 
its April re¬ 
lease. It’s a 
first for a 
young adult 
novel with 
major gay 
themes and 
has delight¬ 
ed hungry 
teen readers 
— fanboys 
and fangirls 
who were 
the likely 
reason the 
book be¬ 
came a trending topic on 
Twitter. Penguin has 60,000 
copies in print. 

In alternating chapters, 
Green and Levithan write 
of two 16-year-old boys 
with little in common, liv¬ 
ing in separate Chicago 
suburbs. One’s depressed 
and struggling to come out 
and the other is straight 
with a flamboyantly gay 
friend in Tiny Cooper, a 
football star on the hunt 
for love — and stardom in 
musical theatre. 

“I AM tiny,” said 20-year- 
old Andrew Casasanta, an 
English major at George 
Mason University in Fair¬ 
fax, Va. “It’s still very frus¬ 
trating. I don’t think that 
there’s many characters 
out there that I can person¬ 
ally relate to and they’re 
generally more stereotypes. 
It’s important that this 
book, while having gay 
themes front and centre, 
was written well.” 

It helps that Levithan is a 
prolific rock star in gay lit 
for young people with an 
acclaimed winner in 2003, 
Boy Meets Boy. It also helps 
that Green is revered as a 
writer for teens, including 
his Paper Towns in 2008, 
and by fans of the adrena- 
lin-infiised videos he posts 
regularly online.

It's not always easy for 
child stars to continue 
their career into 
adulthood, or even puber¬ 
ty. For every Justin Timber- 
lake, there's a Debbie Gib¬ 
son. 

That’s why Miley Cyrus 
was so excited when her 
songs, The Climb and Party 
in the U.SA, became bona 
fide hits on the pop charts 
last year. The Climb hit No. 
4 on Billboard’s Hot 100 
chart while Party in the 
U.SA stopped just short of 
becoming the No. 1 song in 
the nation. 

While she has sold mil¬ 
lions of records as an exten¬ 
sion of her omnipresent Dis¬ 
ney persona, Hannah Mon¬ 
tana, those songs represent¬ 
ed her biggest success to 
date as Miley — and she 
connected with more than 
just the tween audience. 

“The Climb is the best 
thing that’s ever happened 
to me,” Miley said in a re¬ 
cent interview. “It went on 
... every different kind of ra¬ 
dio. I met everyone. I met 3- 


year-olds, I met 30-year-olds, 
I met 80-year-olds.... I got so 
many different fans.” 

The 17-year-old phenome¬ 
non is on her way to dupli¬ 
cating that success with her 
new album, Can’t Be 
Tamed. The album’s title 
track has already hit No. 8 
on the charts. 

But Miley is making more 
than a musical statement 
with the record. With songs 
like the title track and Ro¬ 
bot, she’s sending a message 
of a young woman who can¬ 
not be controlled. 

“It’s all about breaking 
free, being who you are and 
not being afraid to tell the 
world to back off some¬ 
times, and do your thing 
and do what makes you 
happy,” she said of the CD. 

What makes Miley happy, 
however, doesn’t always 
make others happy. And the 
more she inches to adult¬ 
hood, the more critics she 
seems to gamer for behav¬ 
iour deemed age inappro¬ 
priate. 

There was the 2008 dust- 


up over the Vanity Fair pho¬ 
to where it made her look 
topless, wrapped in a bed- 
sheet (she says she was not). 
She danced with a stripper 
pole at the 2009 Teen 
Choice Awards. This year, 
video surfaced of Miley giv¬ 
ing one of the producers of 


her film The Last Song a lap 
dance at the wrap party. 

Earlier this month she 
simulated a girl-on-girl kiss 
while performing on 
Britain’s Got Talent, and on 
the Much Music Awards, 
she gyrated onstage while 
wearing a revealing outfit. 


Joan Ulrich, of Northville, 
Mich., worries about the af¬ 
fect Miley’s recent behav¬ 
iour will have on her young 
nieces. 

“Their mom bought 
them tickets to see her 
show and they were so ex¬ 
cited about her. They had 
her videos, T-shirts, the 
whole thing,” she said. 
“Then she evolves into this 
sex kitten and there’s no 
control with her.” 

But Miley bmshes off her 


critics, deeming them un¬ 
satisfied and unhappy with 
their own lives. 

“It’s just kind of a sad 
thing to think about people 
and how they are. I never 
really let it affect me,” she 
adds. “My mom is at the 
side of that stage and if I 
ever felt I was disappoint¬ 
ing her or not making her 
proud, I would not do the 
things I do, but she’s proud 
of me every time.”
